E. Stone Wiggins, LL.D., the as- 


tronomer, writes to a local paper in 
Ottawa, as follows: "The Asia, her 
Majesty's steamship Phoenix, and 
many others have been w;recked in 
the great storm which I announced 
two weeks ago would pass from east 
to west over tli^s continent during 
Hie month of September, striking the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence on the 13th 
and British Columbia on the loth. 
My warnings were unheeded, and 
liundreds of poor souls who knew 
nothing of the great laws by which 
Nature governs the world haye gone 
down to the bottom of the sea. Here 
we have another proof, if proof were 
needed, of the utter uselessness of 
our meterologieal bureaus." He also 
makes the statement: "Agreatstorm 
will strike this planet on the 9th of 
March next. It will first be felt'on 
the Northern Pacific, and will cross 
the meridian of Ottawa at noon (5 
o'clock p. in., London time) of Sim- 
lay, -March 11, 1883.
